House Appropriations 
Committee Votes To 
Adopt Report of Sub- 
committee in Full. 


DRAMATIC FIGHT 
PRECEDES ACTION 


Representative Hatcher 
Delivers Smashing Plea 
for Elimination of Sup- 
port for “Pet” Measures. 


Special appropriation bills calling 
for $1,036,024.95, in addition to all 
other appropriations—including the 
general appropriations bill—already 
passed by ¢he house, were approved 
Friday afternoon by the house com- 
mittee on appropriations at its final 
meeting for this session. 

All other bills calling for appro- 
priations submitted to this commit- 
tee were reported unfavorably. This 
action was taken following submis- 
sion of the report of the special sub- 
committee which had been created to 
sift the mass of special appropria- 
tion bills and make recommendations 
to the main committee. . 

After a dramatic fight on the floor 
of the committee room led by several 
members who did not wish to vote 
an adverse report on special measures 
in which they were interested, the re- 
port of the subcommittee was finally 
agreed to in its entirety, the final vote 
being 20 to 12. 

Urge Solid Support. 

Representative Frank Hooper, of 
Fulton and Cliff Hatcher, of Burke, 
urged solid support of the subcom- 
mittee’s report. They declared that 
they had agreed to sacrifice appro- 
priations in which they were vitally 
interested because they recognized the 
desperate financial condition of the 
state and realized that their first duty 
as legislators is to the state rather 
than to their constituents in their 
home counties. 

Representative Hooper told how he 
had worked for six months to secure 
pasage of an appropriation bill to 
repay the citizens who had put up the 
money to defray expenses of the Geor- 
gia exhibit at the southern exhibition, 
yet had agreed to sacrifice this bill 
in order to help solve the desperate 
problem before the assembly. 

Representative Hatcher, who was 
a member of the subcommittee, rose 
and amid tense silence told how he 
loved his alma mater, the University 
of Georgia. : 
‘ Would Aid Georgia. 

“JT would do anything to help old 
Georgia,” he said, with a quiver in his 
voice. “Georgia has not had a penny 
of building appropriation for 25 years 
and more. And yet, when I realized 
what this subcommittee had to do, 
my first act as a member was to take 
the bills calling for building appro 
priations for my own university and 
write across them ‘Do 


pass.” Z ; 
“Rut now I tell you,” continued the 


Burke representative, pounding the 
table with his clenched fist, “if any 
man wants to break down the work 
of this subcommittee by asking an 
appropriation for his own pet insti- 
tution, when we haven’t the money 
to pay it, I tell you I'll bring those 
university bills on the floor of the 
house by hook or by crook and Vl 
fight for them.

One Injured,.Many 
Menaced as Wind 
Storm Sweeps City 


53-Mile Wind Crashes 
Plate Glass Windows, 
Street Lights and Rips 
Away Small Obstacles. 


CROWDS IN STREET 
SCURRY TO SAFETY 


Woman and Small Child 
Have Narrow Escapes as 
Capitol Skylight Is 
Blown Into Bits. 


Sweeping over the city like a mon- 
ster tidal wave, pushing before it a 
wall of leaves and dust more than 60 
feet high, a 55-mile wind hit Atlanta 
about 2 o’clock Friday afternoon, en- 
dangering lives and exacting consid- 
erable property toll. The squall was 
followed by a light shower. 

A. H. Parnell, of 18 South Eyelyn 
street, lineman for the Southern Bell 
Telephone company, was the only cas- 
ualty reported Friday from the squall. 
Perched atop a telephone pole repair- 
ing several wires when the storm 
Lfoke, he was caught under the pole 
as it crashed to the ground. 

Mr. Parnell escaped with a broken 
leg and minor bruises. He was rush- 
ed to the Atlanta hospital in the pri- 
vate ambulance of Awtry & Lowndes, 
where the broken leg was set. 


The lives of a woman and child 
were endangered when a large sky- 
light over the main stairway at the 
Georgia state capitol crashed in. The 
crish occurred just as senators and 
representatives were reassembling for 
afternoon sessions. 

The area under the skylights was 
roped off and the use of both main 
stairways discontinued during the 
course of the storm. ‘Traffic for the 
time was confined to one small ele- 
vator, which was shielded by the 
second floor balcony. 

Crowds Go Scurrying. 

Thousands of Atlantans, scurrying 
to cover, watched the approaching 
storm, heralded by its towering .wall 
of dust and leaves that has been 
necumulating during the course of the 
third record heat wave of several 
days past. 

Perhaps the heaviest losses were 
sustained by the telephone company, 
reports showing more than 25 poles 
down and broken and tangled wireg in 
every section of the city. No esti- 
mate of the loss could be obtained 
Friday. 

Service on the College Park and 
Whitehall street lines was halted for 
some time when a tree crashed across 
the trolley wire at the corner of Park 
and Lee streets. A _falfing pole at 
Log Cabin stop, on Marietta road. 
tore away several wires but service 
was not held up on the Marietta line, 
officials of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company stated. 

Tops were ripped from a large num- 
ber of automobiles along the streets 
of Atlanta, while street lights along 


the whiteway and huge plate glass 
windows in various sections of the city 


were crumpled by the wind. 
There were numerous interesting 


high points in the general confusion 
that reigned over the city. 


Sign Crashes to wtreet. 

When the 4-foot “O” in the huge 
sign over the Robert Fulton hotel 
left its moorings and crashed to the 
pavement a crowd that was gathered 
near the spot scattered and fled to 


safety. 
The splintering of the large plate 


glass window in Dahl’s Flower Shop, 
on Broad street, and the demolishing 
of the rustic scene behind it created 
confusion among several ducks that 
populated the artificial ‘pond in the 
window. Several persons were dis- 
patched to the reseue. 

The mercury, which had climbed to 93 
degrees on the eve of the storm, took 
a precipitous drop to 77 degrees—the 
low point where it started early Mon- 
day morning. The drop is heralded 
by officials at the local United States 
weather bureau as the break in the 
heat ware.

State Highway Engineer 
Says All Authority Vest- 
ed in Him Comes From 
Commission. 


HOLDER ASSAILS 
POWER OF NEEL 


Asks That Engineer’s 
Power Be Reduced; Neel 
Says Department Heads 
Should Control Men. 


“The state highway board hires me 
and it can fire me, for any cause or 
for no cause. Whatever authority 
I possess is vested in me by the high- 
way board, and, as it gave it, it can 
remove it. I have no wish for au- 
thority, and I think the highway 
board and the chairman should be 
absolutely supreme in the depart- 
ment.” 

This was the statement of .W. I 
Neel, state highway engineer, Friday 
night at the concluding hearing of 
the senate highway investigating -com- 
mittee. ) 

Mr. Neel’s statement was made in 
reply to the recommendation Friday 
by Chairman John N. Holder in his 
concluding testimony before the com- 
mittee. The chairman urged that the 
highway engineer be stripped of his 
authority and supreme authority be 
vested in the board. 

Board Is in Control. 

The engineer said that a careful 
analysis of the law under which he 
holds his position will reveal the truth 
of his statement—that his authority 
is granted by the board, which can 
remove it or fire him at will. Mr. 
Neel said his reason for believing the 
board should be in absolute control 
of the department was that he is con- 
fident that no board would be ap- 
pointed, or chairman elected, who 
could not delegate sufficient author- 
ity clear on down the line in order 
to get work done efficiently. He 
said he thought every department 
head should have authority to hire 
end fire the men under him and te 
regulate their discipline under rules 
approved by the board. 

Mr. Neel was recalled to answer 
some questions that had been sug- 
gested to the committee bv W. T. 
Weakley, a former employee of the 
department. They covered ground 
that had previously been covered in 
testimony before the committee and 
produced no new evidence in the way 
of irregularities. 

At the conclusion of the night's 
session, the committee adjourned its 
hearings sine die. 

Questions Loyalty. 


“Boring from within’ was ascribed 
by Chairman Holder as the main 
ailment of his department Friday in 
concluding hig testimony before the 
senate highway investigating com- 
mittee.

SEEK TO CUT COSTS 
OF NIGHT SCHOOLS 


Present Revenue of De- 
partment Sufficient for 
Operation, Declares Com- 
mittee of Commission. 


Abolition of Commercial High 
school and segregation of all boy and 
girl students of Atlanta high schools 
into two separate units; a seven-year 
building program ealling for expen- 
diture of approximately $8,400,000. 
which would replace all portable and 
antiquated school buildings; raising of 
funds for operation of schools by using 
part of the ad: valorem tax instead 
of 26 per cent of the city’s entire 
revenue, as at present, and cutting 
the cost of operating Atlanta’s night 
schools are high lights in revommen- 
dations to be made by. the finance 
committee of the special school com- 
mission, according to reports adopted 
Friday. 

At the same time, the committee 
went on record as stating that the 
school departmerit’s present revenues 
are sufficient for operation of the 
system, and that no increase is neened 
unless the department is forced to 
pay sinking funds and interest on the 
eight-million dollar bond - issue. 

Costs Compare Favorably. 

Cost of operating Atlanta’s schouls 
compares favorably with that of her 
southern cities, the report states 

The report will be presented to 
the entire committee next week, and 
if adopted, will be recommended to 
the board of education. The com 
mission, composed of private citizens, 
was appointed some time ago by John 
T. Hancock, president of the board 
of education, to make a survey of 
the entire school situation in Atlanta. 

One of the most startling recom- 
mendations of the committee, of which 
J. R. Bachman is chairman, is that 

consolidate Boys’ and Tech High 
Gare: with the boys attending Com- 
mercial High school, in one unit, and 
girl students of Girls’ and Commercial 
High schools in another. That, it is 
thought, would reduce operating costs 
materially, and would provide an ad- 
ditional building for use of elementary 
or junior high school classes. 

$8,400,000 Bonds Asked. 
The building program, which would 


extend over a seven-year period, calls 
for issuance of $8,400,000 worth of 
bonds. In addition to replacing port- 
ables and old school buildings with 
those of modern types, it would pro- 
vide housing facilities for the normal 
anticipated increase in school popu- 
lation during that period. Thirty per

There may be a connection after all 
between the Riff revolt and the Arab 
tribes under French rule in Syria. 
While most of the regular garrisons in 
Syria have been drafted for service 
in Morocco against Abd-Iil-Krim_ and 
sheiks, several Bedouin 
tribes suddenly attacked a French 
column, captured a big supply of mu- 
nitions and war material while almost 
annihilating the colored troops. The 


‘revolting tribes are said to be 60,000 
i strong, 


with reinforcements coming 
to join them hourly from the deserts 
and hinterland. The British are no 
less alarmed than the French and air- 
planes have been ordered from Jeru- 
snlem and Damascus to observe the 
movements of the riding Arabs.

tige must be maintained at all costs. 
The diversion of troops could be al- 
lowed, as Abd-el-Krim seems to be 
giving the French under Marshal Ly- 
autey a breathing spell, though vigor- 
ous attacks have been directed against 
the Spanish strongholds. The cen- 
sorship is daily getting more severe, 
but that does not prevent European 
capitals and especially Madrid from 
seething with a rumor that a terrific 
massacre of troops has taken place in 
North Africa. One thing is certain, 
the “colonials” are restless everywhere 
and both Spain and France will have 
to make drastic revisions in their co- 
lonial policies in the future, whatever

THE CONQUEST OF DISEASE. 

Many seldiers who fought in. Bel- 

ium and France have remarked how 
fittle respiratory disease developed 
among the men in the trenches where 
exposure to cold and wet was often 
extreme. Men with such expefience 
ought to make poor prospects for the 
humbug healers who boldly deny the 
infectiousness of disease and in their 
ignorance attempt to ridicule the 
work of the great- Pasteur. These 
unedueated, irresponsible, and for the 
greatest part unlicensed healers are 
generally fond of the quaint theory 
of the German Kuhne and other old 
time charlatans, to wit, that the pres- 
ence of the germs in the diseased 
structures or tissues is merely inci- 
dental, the germs being attracted to 
the scene, so to speak, by some vague 
“foreign matter” or “retained waste” 
of “poison” in the system. As the 
Teutonic examplar of this,.to the un- 
tutored, appealing theory puts it in 
his egregious doctor book which sells 
to the gullible at five bucks in this 
country. “But when we once know 
what fever is, it is not difficult to 
fi a remedy. The closed up pores 
of the skin, against which the ferment- 
ing masses press, must be opened, and 
this can only be done by causing the 
body to perspire. The instant the 
sweat breaks out, the fermenting 
masses gain a vent, and the tension 
of the skin and _ febrile heat both 
abate.” I suppose it is very much 
the same with a firecracker; the in- 
stant the firecracker makes a 
noise, the tension within its body 
abates. 

Mf course Kuhne, artful though he 
was in presenting the plausible notion 
to the physiologically uneducated 
laity, was physiologically - ignerant 
himself, and simply divined what he 
pretended to teach,‘ just as any or- 
dinary nostrum hound or quack pa- 
tron in this country feels he knows 
about as much or a little more than 
a mere doctor does. How widely this 
funny doctor book of the German 
manufacturer’s is circulated in this 
country I do not know—an agent had 
the temerity to present me a copy of 
the English translation of the book 
in order that I might recommend it 
to reader, I suppose I should say 
that it is the most expensive $5 worth 
of humor a Wisenheimer family 
could inyest in. 

Sure, a fellow sweats to beat the 
band when he has malaria, or septi- 
cemia, or maybe advanced tuberculo- 
sis, or some other germ infection. The 
sweats’ are as good for him as the 
fever, or the chills, or the pain, or 
the rapid pulse, or the emaciation, or 
the loss of strength in such illnesses. 
A patient getting over pneumonia 
usually has a profuse sweat—but. the 
sweating is merely one feature of the 
process of recovery, the so called 
“crisis,” and not responsible for the 
improvement or recovery nor even es- 
sential for recovery. This may not 
seem as plain as daylight to the unin- 
formed or the misinformed, but again 
I would warn the layman that he 
should beware of being buncoed when 
he thinks he understands all these 
matters about as well as the physi- 
cian does. 

Typhoid fever caused 87 per cent of 
the total number of deaths in the 
Spanish-American war. In the world 
war this scourge, more deadly than 
battle in former wars, was practically 
climinated as a cause of death, being 
responsible for’‘only one-half of 1 per 
rent of the total number of deaths 
from disease. This conquest is main- 
ly due to compulsory vaccination of 
oll the troops with the killed bodies 
of medsured numbers of typhoid 
germs.

a few minutes after the Hances drove 
from their home. 

According to an eye-witness, the car 
bearing Wolfe and Anderson passed 
the Hance sedan just before reaching 
the Cromer home. After driving about 
100 yards down the road, the ears 
halted, with about 10 feet between 
them. Anderson, who was driving, 
stepped out on one side and Wolfe 
on the other, leaving hoth doors open. 

The conference between Mr. and 
Mrs. Hance and Anderson and Wolfe 
occurred between the two machines. 

Just before the shots were fired, 
}a touring car bearing a man and two 
children passed by. It proceeded down 
the road about 200 yards and stopped 
when the shots were fired. Anderson 
then turned his gun on this machine 
and fired two bullets after it. The 
man in the car, whose name could 
not be learned, leaned from the ma- 
chine and shouted, “I am not the man 
you're after.”” He drove away and 
called the police after driving about a 
mile. 

A car earrying a number of ne- 
groes also passed. Anderson fired 
several shots after this car as it sped 
by, but none took effect. 


Bandits Driving Coupe. 


The bandits were driving a coupe, 
according to police. 

That Anderson has been in the vi- 
cinity has been known by police for 
some time and every effort was being 
made to close the net about him at the 
time of the killing. It is the theory 
of police officers that Hance proba- 
bly had other information tending to 
incriminate the gang and that he has 
continued td close his mouth. 

After he had been rushed to the 
hospital and while ‘he was breathing 
his last, Hance asked for Chief of 
Detectives Frederick Puckett, credited 
with engineering the arrest of Chap- 
man. 

The killing occurred almost in front 
of the Charles Cromer farm and Mrs. 
Cromer was an eye-witness. She im- 
mediately telephoned for Marslial Boo- 
ther, of Middletown. To Booher, 
IIance gasped: 

Admits Giving Information. 


“He stayed at my home. - I told on 
him. They shot me- —Charles Wolfe 
and Dutch Anderson.’ 

“Who are you?’ asked the police 
officer. 


Hance,” the dying man re- 

“Did you know Gerald Chapman”? 
the officer asked. 

“Don’t ask me,” Hance returned. 

He then asked that Detective Puck- 
ett be called. 

It is known that members of the 
Chapman gang had sworn to obtain 
revenge on Hance for giving informa- 
tion which led to the arrest of the 
‘prince of bandits.” 


Mrs. Hance Lived in Fear. 


Mrs. Hance has lived in dread of 
being murdered ever since her husband 
informed the police of Chapman’s 
whereabouts. 
| At the time her husband went to 
|Hartford, Conn.,- to testify against 
Chapman, she refused to accompany 
the party, preferring to stay at home, 
fearing she would be killed. On sev- 
eral occasions while her husband was 
in the east the woman called the lo- 
cal police headquarters asking for pro- 
tection, telling the officers that her 
home was being watched. 

Mrs. Charles Cromer was the only 
eye-witness to the killing. Her story 
follows : 

“Three machines were coming down 
the road, one a coupe carrying an Ohio 
license, a large red automobile and the 
Hance car. The red machine passed 
the two machines almost in front of 
my home. It was then that the shoot- 
ing occurred. 


Coupe Stops Hance Car. 


“The coupe pulled up in front of 
the Hance car and stopped. Mrs. 
Hance was the first to alight from the 
machine. She was barefooted. Her 
husdDand stepped out a second later. 
A few words were exchanged and the 
bandits shot. Mrs. Hance fell dead 
with a bullet through her head. 

“Hanee and a man supposed to be 
Anderson began wrestling in-the road. 
Several shots were fired at close range. 
Other shots were fired after him and 
he fell, mortally wounded, just as he 
leaped over a fence into a cornfield.” 

The murderers left at once, and, ac- 
cording to other farmers, drove south 
and east at high speed. 

Chapman's arrest was brought 
about by local officials working with 
federal agents. Chapman was reported 
to be visiting Muncie at intervals and 
making his headqyarters at the Hance 
home. Several traps were laid for 
him, but he was successful in escap- 
ing ‘arrest until January 18 

Chapman Makes Escape. 

Police, acting on information that 
Chapman was at the Hance home, sur- 
rounded the place and after several 
hours the fngitive appeared. — 

Two officers fell in step behind him, 
while an automobile load of officers 
drove up to him. As one of the of- 
ficers alighted from the car, Chapman 
whipped out a pistol and opened fire. 
The shots were wild, however, and 
the officers overpowered him. 

Chapman was taken to the local 
jail and federal authorities were no- 
tified of his capture. He was turned 
over to the federal officials a few 
hours later and rushed to Indianapolis 
in order to forestall any efforts by 
his associates to engineer a delivery. 

Chapman, when questioned by offi- 
cials at Indianapolis regarding the 
various criminal exploits credited to 
him after his escape, remained silent. 

He muttered continually, however, 
regarding the “people who turned me 
up ‘for blood money.’ 


ANDERSON ESCAPED 
PRISON HERE, DEC. 30, 1923. 
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3 years in the Unived States on 
tentiary here, escaped the afternoon 
of December 30, 3923. With him 
went Hiram r, of Baltimore, 
serving 15 years for altering United 
States obligations; Ludwig Schtnidt, 
10 years for robbery of the mails, and 
Frank Haynes, 18 months from Chat- 
tanooga, for counterfeiting. Anderson 
had been convicted of complicity with 
Gerald Chapman in the _ sensational 
hold-up of a United. States mail truck 


000 in loot was taken. 

Haynes and Lepper were tubercular 
and, instead of being confined in 
prison cells, were billeted in a tent 
in the prison yard. Anderson, berthed 
in the prison, was allowed the liberty 
of the yard on Sundays and hatched 
his scheme of escape after he had 
made sure of the cooperation of the 
two gick men. At his instigation an! 
with his planning to aid in direction, 
the two men drilled with marvelous 
ingenuity a tunnel 50 feet from a trap- 
door in the plank flooring of their 
tent to a point outside the prison 
wall. This tunnel, barely large enough 
(to admit the body of the largest of 
ithe quartet, had been cleanly cut. 
‘Not a clod of earth was found in it. 
Earth taken from it had been spread 
on a hew tennis court, which was be- 
ing seraped. Prison officials ex- 
pressed the opinion that it had been 
earried from the tent in small recep- 
tacles, unnoticed by the guard on the 
wall. 

On the afternoon of Sicemiae 30, 
iwhich was Sunday, Anderson § and 
Schmidt entered the tent about 3 
o’elock and the four immediately fled. 
Several hours collapsed before their 
departure became known. 

Gerald Chapman, pal of Anderson, 
made his escape with Sam Grey on 
March 27, 1923. Both were recap- 
tured in a pistol battle with officers 
near Athens. Chapman was wounded, 
He made a second escape from the 
hospital, despite the fact he was des- 
perately wounded, and was recaptured 
last winter in Muncie. 

All of the men who fled with An- 
derson have been recaptured with the 
exeeption of Anderson. 


ANDERSON HELPED LOOT 
NEW YORK MAIL TRUCK 

New York, August 14.—(@)— 
George (“Dutch”) Anderson was tried 
and found guilty with Gerald Chap- 
man of a mail robbery on _ lower 
Broadway of more than $1,000,000 in 
securities in October, 1921. They 
were both sentenced to the federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta for 25 years 
on August 23, 1922. They both es- 
eaped later. 

Anderson was sought in connection 
with a bank robbery at Bellmore, 
N. Y., and later in connection with 
the killing of Patrolman James Skelly 
and the looting of a New Britain 
(Conn.) department store, for which 
(Chapman was later convicted after 
he was arrested January 18 at Mun- 
cie, Indiana. 

Anderson’s whereabouts have been 
a mystery up to the present. The 
last definite news of him was when 
Walter Shean, son of a wealthy hotel 
owner of Springfield, Mass., who was 
arrested in connection with the Skelly 
killing, mentioned both Chapman and 
Anderson as having engineered. that 
crime.

IGNORANT OF MURDERS. 


Hartford, Conn., August 14.—(4)— 
Warden H. K. W. Scott, of the state 
prison, said he would not tell Gerald 
Chapman of the Hance murders in 
Muncie, Ind., unless he should learn 
of it through his lawyers. In reply 
to a question whether extra guards 
would be thrown about the prison in 
anticipation of a possible attack by 
Chapman's gang, he said “the prison 
always is carefully guarded and will 
continue to be.

eration until Monday, pointing out 
that the revenue it was intended to 
raise had been largely reduced by 
amendments to the measure, and de- 
claring that it was through the gen- 
eral tax act only that the huge deficit 
staring the state in the fact for the 
next two years could be met. 

Mr. Barrett called attention to the

and J. L. Lamping, is contested in a 
suit filed in federal district court 
here today by the International Life 
Insurance company of St. Louis .on 
the allegation that the recent death 
of Judge Ross was caused by “self- 
destruction by drowning,” and on the 
contention that fraudulent statements 
were made by the policy holders at 
the time application was made for the 
joint insurance. 

Judge Ross was killed when his 
automobile*ran from a roadway near 
Jackson into a creek, July 9, the 
day after an indictment had been re- 
turned against him for alleged impli- 
cation in irregularities which resulted 
in the failue of the Peoples Savings 
bank. Carroll, former cashier of the 
bank, now is under bond to appear 
for trial next month on a charge of 
embezzlement of more than $300,000. 

The death of Judge Ross was at- 
tributed at the time to an accident 
and an affidavit was made by his 
secretary that the steering wheel and 
brakes of his car were out of repair. 

Carroll, Lamping and S. 8S. McCon- 
nell, as receivers for the bank, are 
named as deféndants to the suit, which 
expresses a willingness to refund the 
initial premium paid on the policy— 
$3,286—but asserts that prior to the 
filing of proof of Judge’s Ross’ death 
suits were filed in chancery court 
garnisheeing the policy and preventing 
the refund of the premium. Mr. Mce- 
Connell was named as a defendant to 
the suit as assignee of Carroll's share 
of the policy. '

WEEK’S REVIEW 
OF COTTON MARKET 


New York, August 14—Any buy- 
ing power created by the unexpected- 
ly low condition and crop figures pub- 
lished by the department of agricul- 
ture last Saturday was evidently ex- 
hausted on the comparatively mod- 
erate advance of Monday morning. 
December contracts, which had closed 
at 24.10 just before the appearar 2e 
of the government crop report, ad- 
vanced to 24.38 when the market re- 
ported for business on Monday morn- 
ing, but the demand was evidently sat- 
isfied at this figure and prices weak- 
ened later in the week owing to im- 
proved weather reports from the 
southwest and hope that the eastern 
belt crop would escape any very se- 
rious damage from boll weevil. De- 
cember sold off to 23.39 during to- 
day's trading, making a decline of 
nearly a cent a pound from Monday's 
high level and the lowest price 
touched by that delivery in the mac- 
ket here since the middle of last May, 
when it sold at 21.72. According ‘+o 
local brokers, the two chief factors on 
this decline of about 2 1-4¢ per 
pound from the high price of late last 
month have been a hope that the erop 
will turn out larger than indicated 
by the condition as 6f August 1, and 
expectations of a rapid increase in the 
new crop movement accompanied by 
hedge selling from the south. 

The talk of probable early heavy 
receipts was naturally encouraged by 
the census report showing about 159,- 
000 bales of cotton ginned prior to 
August 1, while the tendency to look 
for a crop in excess of the official in- 
dication of 13.566,000 bales was pro- 
moted by a belief that the August 
1 condition failed to fully reflect the 
late July rains in the western beit, 
and that boll weevils were doing less 
than was apprehended east of the 
Mississippi river. Considerable trade 
buying was reported on a scale down 
from about the 2334 cent level for 
December contracts, however, and be- 
low 2334 cents today there was a

Labor Is Pledged 
To Aid Mankind, 


Leader Declares 


Declaring that the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, of which he is a 
vice president,-is not a political ma- 
chine but an’ organization pledged to 
}uplift mankind by raising the stand- 
ard of living, James Wilson Friday 
night delivered the first of a series 
of addresses on the aims and pur- 
poses of labor. These addresses are 
sponsored by the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades. Louie P. Marquardt, presi 
cent, presided, 

Mr. Wilson spoke to a large audi- 
ence at Wesley Memorial Methodist 
church. He was appointed by the 
Inte Dresident Woodrow Wilson on 
two commissions to investigate labor 
conditions in Europe after the world 
war. He is also president of the 
International Pattern Makers Leagu2 
of America. 

“Labor stands for law and order 
and consistently opposes violence in 
any form,” he said. “We regret lock 
outs, strikes and violence. They hurt, 
they are expensive, and above all, 
generally are unnecessary. 

“We believe in the principles of 
equality on which our government is 
founded. We are for the government 
contrary to the popular impression as 
te our alleged communistie tendency. 
We shall continue to fight for the ex- 
tension of the _ liberties so dearly 
bought by our ancestors. 

“All progress is attained through 
suffering and sacrifice, but we hope 
that the suffering of labor is about 
over. There is justice and right in 
cur claims, or four great leaders who 
lieve died recently would not have 
been in sympathy with the movement. 
Wilson, Roosevelt, LaFollette and 
sryan all subscribed to the tenets of 
the labor movement as conducted by 
the American federation. 

“We aim to protect women and 
children in industry and thus achieve 
a“ greater and better’ citizenship 
through education and physique than 
would be possible under other condi- 
tions.” 

Mr. Marquardt said that other meet- 
ings would be announced later. 

The Rey. Marvin Williams, pastor 
of Wesley church, delivered the invo- 
cation at the opening of the meeting. 
Mrs. Edith C. Ryder played several 
selections on the organ and the Geor- 
gia Railway & Power company quar- 
tet sang. Rev. W. J. DebBardeleben, 
pastor of Payne Memorial Methodist 
church, closed the meeting with a 
short prayer.
